Tliey built shacks of bamboo and 
nipa and humorously dubbed them 
Garden Court or Olamorvl lie —those 
American civilians interned In Santo 
Ttmas. Japanese prisoner of war 
camp in the Philippines. 

Actual living conditions of the' 
camp were minutely described to 
Mr. and Mrs. Roy A. Read, former 
owners of the Twin Falls ' News, 
whoso daughter. Ruth Read Wclnz- 
helmer. Is one ol the many Ameri- 
can and British civilian prisoners at 
Stinto Tomas. The Reads are now 
living at Mill Valley. Calir., where 
Mr. Read Is publisher of a news- 
paper. 

Mrs. IVclnihelmer. her husband 
Conrad and son Peter, were living on 
a large sugar, plantation- out of Ma- 
nila before the war. At the time 
Manila was bombed, Mrs. Welru- 
helmer was In the hospital with a 
new baby son. Since that time the 
Reads had hod no direct word from 
their duaghter until the arrival of 
the Orlpsholm which brought a 
short letler from the Wrinshelmera 
assuring, lliem . of. . their, health .and 
safety. 

And tli en, shortly before Christ- 



mas, came a long letler from 
friends of the Welnrheimers who 
had themselves lived for four 
months In Santo Tomas. These 
people, Ihe Kneedlcrs, came to the 
U. S. on the Grlpshoun. 

In describing 1 living conditions at 
the comp, the Knecdlers wrote: 
"The Japanese allowed ihe Inter- 
nees in the camp to build (hacks, 
wh,lch Jhcy did. moolly out of bam- 
boo and nlpa, so there were hun- 
dreds ol thrm all over the place. 
tThey mentioned one of' these 
shacks as Oarden Court and said 
they betlcyed the one In which 
their daughter's iiusband lived was 
called Olamon-llle). 

"Those shades were a life saver— 
we learned to cook, all mannei ol 
things: on native charcoal - staves, 
and we.wcre able to buy fresh fruits 
and vegetables, etc at. the market 
dally from 8 .to U a. m.
